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Stephen Day of Cremona has been charged with impaired driving after he hit a northbound vehicle Sunday 
on Hwy QE2 at approximately 4:30 p.m.

When a stray cat is trapped 
and brought to Krebs, every 
effort will be made to adopt it 
out, said town officials.

It is close 
by, and it is a lot less expensive 
for the town and the owner. 
Also if the animal is injured it 
can be taken care of very 
quickly.” 

Hnatiuk expects it will be 
around the beginning of April 
before the cat bylaw is in full 
effect. 

“It is going to be a learning 
process,” said Hnatiuk. “The 
full guidelines and bylaw are on 
our website, so people can go 
there for more information.”

Three cat traps arrived at 
the Didsbury town office last 
week, marking the first step 
towards implementing the 
newly passed cat bylaw. 

The cat traps, which com¬ 
bined cost the town $400, will 
soon be available to residents 
who are having a problem with 
a cat on their property, for a 
$100 refundable deposit. 

Although the traps are in, 
they will not be leant out until 
the cat tags arrive. 

The tags will enable the town 
to identify whose cat they have 
trapped. 

The cat tags have been or¬ 
dered and should arrive within 
a couple weeks. 

After they arrive, cat own¬ 
ers will be given a one month 
grace period to get their cats 
licensed. 

All cats must be licensed, 
even if your cat stays indoors. 

If it were ever to escape you 
would face a $100 fine for your 
cat being at large and another 
$75 fine for not having it li¬ 
censed. 

For the first month the cat 
licenses are available they will 
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identified and charges are paid 
to the town,” said Didsbury spe¬ 
cial constable Greg Hnatiuk. 

“We will also be putting the 
animals impounded on our 
website, so you can go on there 
and see photos and descriptions 
of the animals and see if yours 
is on there. We will also put 
photos and descriptions in the 
front foyer at the town office,” 
he said. 

If someone is to pick up a cat 
trap from the town, they will 
be given a list of regulations 
that they must follow while 
using it, or they could face a 
hefty fine.

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Medication study looks at seniors

Seniors across central 
Alberta, including those in 
Red Deer and Mountain 
View Counties, are being 
encouraged to participate in 
a new medication study tak¬ 
ing place this month. 

The Seniors and Medica¬ 
tion study is being con¬ 
ducted by psychology stu¬ 
dents at Red Deer College. 
It started on Feb. 1 and runs 
through to Feb. 17. 

Participants, age 60 and 
older, will be asked what 
type and how many medi¬ 
cations they are taking and 
what the medications are 
for, said Dr. Scott Oddie, 
psychology instructor at the 
college and study organizer. 

“We will also be asking 
them some questions, basi¬ 
cally to examine some basic 
cognitive abilities such as 
their memory, their lan¬ 
guage abilities, what level of 
schooling because we need 
to correct for that. What we 
are looking for is basically 
the potential for what we 
call adverse drug interac¬ 
tions,” said Dr. Oddie. 

“When seniors age they 
may be on as many as two 
to eight different prescribed 
and non-prescribed meds 
and as a result that can lead 
to adverse drug interac¬ 
tions, side affects that are 
not really wanted, such as 
poor memory, confusion, 
poor balance, that sort of 
thing. 

“We are looking to de¬ 
scribe that polypharmacy 
(multiple medications) and 
ADR (adverse drug reac¬ 
tion) affects in our seniors 
who are living at home.” 

The information being 
collected will allow the re¬ 
searchers to educate the 
medical community and 
“improve the lives of older 
adults living in the commu¬ 
nity. After we look at this 
group in central Alberta we 
first would need to identify 
is there a potential for ad¬ 
verse drug interaction 
among them,” said Oddie. 

“We currently know that 
as many as 10 to 25 per cent 
of hospital admissions are 
due to adverse drug inter¬ 
actions and we also know 
from literature that perhaps 
only about five to 15 per cent 
of those adverse drug inter¬ 
actions are being identified 
in primary care settings,” 
he said. 

“Given what we find 
with the study, we would 
then use that information 
to help target education at 
those who practice in our 
health regions such as doc¬ 
tors and physicians.” 

Seniors will be ques¬ 
tioned at the Red Deer Col¬ 
lege Health Research office 
or in their homes in central 
Alberta. 

No personal information 
will be recorded in the study, 
and participants can discon¬ 
tinue their participation at 
any time, he said. 

Among those conducting 
the study are six research 
assistants who are fourth 
year University of Calgary 
students attending Red Deer 


College. 

Once the data is collected 
it will be analysed before 
being released, he said. 

“We are hoping to 
present the results of the 
study at the Canadian Psy¬ 
chological Association con¬ 
ference in the spring. We 
also hope to provide some 
of the results at the Nurs¬ 
ing and Health Research 
conference at the Red Deer 
College on April 11.” 

Oddie conducted a simi¬ 
lar study on a smaller scale 
in 1999. 

“This new one would be 
the first of its kind in our 
region, especially looking at 
polypharmacy and ADR in 


our seniors living at home. 
Researchers hope to inter¬ 
view at least 50 or 60 sen¬ 
iors for the study. 

Anyone interested in par¬ 
ticipating in the Seniors and 
Medication Study can con¬ 
tact researchers at 1-403- 
357-3678 to set up an ap¬ 
pointment. 

Incidentally, Red Deer 
College is also currently 
conducting a separate study 
with physicians “looking at 
how they feel they are able 
to treat our older adult 
population and perhaps 
looking at their need for pro¬ 
fessional development, par¬ 
ticularly in the area of geri¬ 
atrics,” said Oddie.

Alberta extends natural gas rebate 
program for three years; October 
continues as a sixth rebate month

'Being Thankful 


Alberta’s natural gas re¬ 
bate program will continue 
to shield Albertans from 
high home heating costs 
until March 2009, due to a 
three-year extension of the 
program by the provincial 
government. 

“Alberta’s one-of-a-kind 
rebate program is one of the 
ways Albertans share in the 
benefits of resource owner¬ 
ship,” said Greg Melchin, 
Minister of Energy. “Over 
seven hundred million dol¬ 
lars in assistance has been 
provided to Albertans since 
this program was intro¬ 
duced three years ago. Not 
only is the province main¬ 
taining this program for 
another three years, we’re 
making a few upgrades to 
expand the assistance given 
to consumers.” 

As was done this past 
fall, October will continue 
to be a rebate month under 


the program. This gives con¬ 
sumers financial assistance 
over the six-month time pe¬ 
riod when they use almost 
80 per cent of their annual 
natural gas. Other changes 
include giving agricultural 
consumers the ability to se¬ 
lect their six rebate months 
after the fact, rather than in 
advance and consumers who 
receive their heat from dis¬ 
trict heating systems that 
utilize renewable energy 
may now be eligible to re¬ 
ceive financial assistance 
from the rebate program. 

The bulk of the program 
remains unchanged. Most 
Albertans will continue to 
receive the rebate directly 
on their natural gas bill 
when two of the three ma¬ 
jor gas companies charge 
regulated rates over $5.50 
per gigajoule (GJ). The re¬ 
bate amount will continue to 
increase as the price of gas 


rises, with the maximum 
cost of natural gas to most 
Alberta consumers capped 
at $8.75/GJ. 

All eligible homes and 
businesses, regardless of 
whether they pay the regu¬ 
lated rate or are part of a 
competitive contract, re¬ 
ceive rebates under the 
Natural Gas Rebate Pro¬ 
gram. Consumers using pro¬ 
pane, kerosene, and heating 
oil are eligible to apply for 
equivalent rebates when 
natural gas rebates are trig¬ 
gered. Albertans already 
have among the lowest gas 
prices in Canada before the 
rebate is factored in, with 
Albertans paying approxi¬ 
mately five per cent less than the 
national average in 2005.

The impossible has just be¬ 
come possible within Chinook’s 
Edge School Division (CESD) 
with the help of video 
conferencing equipment. 

During last month’s CESD’s 
board meeting in Innisfail, the 
first ever video conference was 
held between students at 
Elnora School end board trus¬ 
tees. 

Video conferencing is a 
method of communication that 
links sound and video images 
between two parties, in sepa¬ 
rate locations to interact with 
one another. 

The school division now has 
four of the $10,000 video con¬ 
ference units, one each in 
Cremona School, Olds High 
School, Bowden Grandview, 
and Elnora School. 

According to Dean Jarvey, 
CESD director of technology 
services, this newly introduced 
technology will allow schools, 
especially smaller urban 
schools, to do so much more. 

“There are a whole variety 
of uses this can be used for,” 
he said. 

In the future once all schools 
are equipped with this technol¬ 
ogy, Jarvey said a teacher can 
be in one location and students 
spread out around the school 
division. 

In many smaller schools 
there are some programs that 
are not offered because the 
population is just too small, like 
some science programs which 
some students require to gain 
admission into post-secondary 
institutions. 

Jarvey says that in the fu¬ 
ture CESD’s hope is that this 
technology will take those bor¬ 
ders that once existed and erase 
them, allowing students to 
learn through video 
conferencing. 

Other things that have been 
talked about are having virtual 
field trips. 

One example Jarvey used 
was having scientists at the 
Tyrell Museum of Palaeontol¬ 
ogy in Drumheller conduct a 
tour using this equipment with 
various schools throughout the 
province. 

This would allow students to 
travel to this museum within 
seconds without even leaving 
the comfort of their desks in the 
classrooms. 

“The possibilities (of this 
technology) go on and on,” 
Jarvey said. 

The hope in the future is to 
have this equipment in every 
school. Currently the four units 
that CESD owns are portable 
units, meaning that they can 
be moved from site to site.

By having a video 
conferencing room the quality 
would increase and the differ¬ 
ent things that would be done 
using the technology would be 
greater since the equipment 
wouldn’t have to be moved 
around all the time. CESD 
Board chairman Roy Brassard 
believes this type of technology 
is amazing and will be a great 
asset in the years to come for 
education facilities. 

“It will allow kids in very 
small schools to relate to a 
much larger world,” he said. 

CESD Superintendent Jim 
Gibbons agreed with Brassard 
and Jarvey but added that this 
type of technology will even 
benefit administrators like 
himself. 

Gibbons said that right now 
he holds monthly meetings 
with principals that cost about 
$900 each month due to mile¬ 
age costs since CESD is such a 
large, rural school division. 

Gibbons said in the future if 
each school was equipped with 
this equipment administrators 
wouldn’t have to leave their 
schools and it would end up 
being a cost savings because 
mileage wouldn't have to be

We have a wonderful bunch of chickadees this winter. 
Our feeders and suet are busy from dawn ‘til dusk. I wish 
there were some way to count them but as they are all very 
similar it’s impossible to tell how many of them there really 
are. There is one little guy with no tail and we wondered if 
we were to count how many times he comes in one day, and 
then divide that into the total number of chickadees who 
came to the feeder on that day, or in the interest of accuracy 
one should probably do this over, say a four day period, and 
then divide by four and again by the number of visits. Well 
you can see that this would be terribly complicated and time 
consuming and about the only thing it would accomplish is 
that it would give me an excuse to avoid housework, so I 
don’t suppose I will ever actually do it. 

We have had tailless chickadees before and over a three 
or four week period the tail grows back so we are not con¬ 
cerned about our little friend. He seems perfectly happy and 
arrives at the feeder like a thrown tennis ball. Chickadees 
are cheerful and friendly whatever the circumstance and on 
the dreariest sort of day they seem to be happy and sweet 
natured. 

Several of my bird books have illustrations of chickadees 
feeding from an outstretched hand or perching trustingly 
on a finger. I have always wanted to try hand feeding them 
but I understand that the way to do it is to hold out a hand¬ 
ful of food and stand patiently for a long, long time. So far 
I have not done this but I have not given up hope that one 
day I will. 

Ours are Black Capped Chickadees, they are about 5 1/4 
inches long, (13 cms) have a black cap, white cheeks and a 
black bifr Breast and belly are whitish <?r buff, upper parts 
are grey with slightly darker tail and flight feathers. Wing 
covers and secondaries are broadly edged in white, bill, legs 
and feet are black. They live year round in every Province 
and Territory, in Alaska and the whole of the Northern US. 
They overlap with the Mountain Chickadee on the west coast 
and the Carolina Chickadee in the SE US. There are also 
Mexican Chickadees and in the British Isles they are known 
as Titmice. The family they belong to is widely distributed 
in the Northern Hemisphere and the Norwegian equivalent 
is Svartmeis, in Japan they are Higara and Kugara, in Den¬ 
mark they are Musvit. 

The black capped chickadees song is one of the most com¬ 
plex in the animal kingdom. With slight variations in phras¬ 
ing chickadees send messages that establish contact, sound 
an alarm, recognize another flock or announce their iden¬ 
tity. Their summer and winter songs are quite different and 
it’s only in fall and winter that you hear the real “chick-a- 
dee-dee-dee.” In summer you hardly notice them but they 
are out there, searching in crevices and cracks, eating in¬ 
sects and seeds. Once in a while one checks the spot where 
the suet hung all winter and then goes back to his summer 
job. I have never seen a nest but they will use nest boxes 
and blue bird fanciers report chickadee nests in bluebird 
houses. 

Chickadees like thickly wooded coulees, river valleys and 
established windbreaks. They are scarce on the prairies and 
in the mountains. They like suet and sunflower seeds and 
they love peanuts. We only feed them in winter but my sis¬ 
ter in law Marie keeps her feeders going year round so in 
summer she gets chickadees along with dozens of other spe¬ 
cies. One nice warm day when she had her windows open, 
Marie heard what she thought was a chickadee but he was 
awfully loud. When she investigated she found a chickadee 
sitting on a picture frame on her living room wall. He con¬ 
tinued to sing but didn’t seem terribly upset or worried. 

Marie opened more windows and a couple of doors and 
then got her yardstick to sort of encourage and guide him 
to freedom. As she held her yardstick near the bird he flut¬ 
tered off the picture frame and lit on the end of the stick. 
Moving slowly and carefully she carried the bird to an open 
window and he flew off into the sunshine. 

I’ll bet Marie could get chickadees to hand feed.

QUESTION: My husband died two years ago, leaving me 
and our two children behind. I have met a wonderful man -- a 
widower with two kids - and we plan to marry. Where should 
we start to build our new family? And could you identify the 
issues that are likely to be most difficult for us? 

DR. DOBSON: I would strongly suggest that you get some 
outside help as you bring your two families together. It is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to do that on your own, and for some people, 
it is impossible. If you can afford professional counseling from 
a marriage, family and child counselor who has dealt with 
blended families, it would be wise to get that assistance. A 
pastor also might be able to guide you, although there are 
some tough relationship issues to be handled by a professional 
who has "been there" before. 

One of your kids is likely to see your future husband as a 
usurper. When a mother or father dies or when a divorce oc¬ 
curs, one child often moves into the power vacuum left by the 
departing parent. That youngster becomes the surrogate 
spouse. I'm not referring to sexual matters. Rather, that boy 
or girl becomes more mature than his or her years and relates 
to the remaining parent more as a peer. The status that comes 
with that supportive role is very seductive, and he or she is 
usually unwilling to give it up. The stepfather becomes a threat 
to that child. Much work must be done to bring them together. 

The kids' loyalty to the memory of their dad is another is¬ 
sue that requires sensitive handling. In their eyes, to welcome 
the newcomer with open arms would be an act of betrayal. 
That’s certainly understandable and something that must be 
worked through with your children. 

I would say the greatest problem you will face, however, is 
the way you and your husband will feel about your kids. Each 
of you is irrationally committed to your own; you're merely 
acquainted with the others. When fights and insults occur 
between the two sets of children, you will be tempted to be 
partial to those you brought into the world, and your hus¬ 
band will probably favor his own flesh and blood. The natural 
tendency is to let the blended family dissolve into armed camps 
— us against them. If the kids sense any tension between you 
and your husband over their clashes, they will exploit and 
exaggerate it to gain power over the other children, etc. 

I have painted a worst-case scenario in order to prepare 
you for what could occur. Now let me encourage you. Many of 
these problems can be anticipated and lessened. Others can be 
avoided altogether. It is possible to blend families successfully, 
and millions have done it. But the task is difficult, and you 
will need some help in pulling it off. 

QUESTION: I am 21 and still at home. I am very comfort¬ 
able there, and I plan to stay with my parents for a long time. 
Why not? Tell me why you think it is unwise to go on living 
where it is cheaper and easier than getting out on your own. 

DR. DOBSON: There are individual situations when it 
makes sense to live with your parents for a longer time, and 
maybe yours is one of them. I would caution you, however, 
not to overstay your welcome. That would not be in your best 
interests or those of your folks. Remaining too long under the 
parents’ roof is not unlike an unborn baby who refuses to 
leave the womb. He has every reason to stay awhile. It is warm 
and cozy there. All his needs are met in that stress-free envi¬ 
ronment. He doesn't have to work or study or discipline him¬ 
self. 

But it would be crazy to stay beyond the nine months in¬ 
tended. He can't grow and learn without leaving the security 
of that place. His development will be arrested until he enters 
the cold world and takes a few whacks on his behind. It is to 
| everyone's advantage, and especially to the welfare of his 
mother, that he slide on down the birth canal and get on with 
life. 

So it is in young adulthood. Until you cut the umbilical 
cord and begin providing for yourself, you will remain in a 
state of arrested development. Remaining at home with Mom 
and Dad is the perpetuation of childhood. It may be time to 
put it behind you.
